HOPE FOR THE HEATHEN. 


A LUTHERAN CLERGYMAN APPROVES 
THE ANDOVER THEOLOGY, 


And Vigo ro usly 
Attack« the Calv lnlstlc 
Idea o f Sal v at Io n—Annihilatio n a Better 
Creed Than Damnatio n fo r Igno rance— 
A Perso nal Illnstratlo n—Secessio n In the 
So uth Caro lina Episco pal Church. 


W ashington 
City, May 16.— Rev. William 
E. Parson , of the Chu rch of the Reformation 
(Lu theran ), preached a very in terestin g ser­ 
mon Su n day on the “An dover Qu estion in 
the Con crete." In stead of the sweepin g qu es­ 
tion as to the fate of the million s who died 
withou t hearin g of Christ, he took the case of 
on e man an d explain ed that ten years ago 
there died in the an cien t city of Kioto, Japan , 
a man who was by n atu re a royal sou l—Mr. 
Kido, the tru sted a I visor of the emperor. He 
was simple in man n er, affection ate in dispo­ 
sition , a good man n atu rally. Those who 
kn ew him lw'st called him a piou s man , 
thou gh he believed in n o religion . He kn ew 
too mu ch to lelieve in Bu ddhism, the popu lar 
religion of his own cou n try, an d n ot qu ite 
en ou gh to accept Christian ity in telligen tly. 
“What was his fate.'" asked the jes­ 
ter. “Practically he kn ew n othin g of Christ; 
he wan tel to kn ow more; his desire was all 
right; he wan ted Christian ity to come in to 
his empire. The An dover qu estion in the 
con crete is simply this— wlu it is the destin y of 
that man ? Was it wale« ! hopelessly at death? 
Is that man gon e to l*o the eou ipf» iii« » ii of 
thieve« , mu rderers an d scoffers? Is he to Is* 
ju dge« 1 by some absolu te amou n t of creed 
kn owledge, failin g which he |masses u n der a 
fatal an d fin al con demn ation ? The thou ght 
is mon strou s. It is u n christian . 
It is l» ar- 
barle. Reason , ju stice, mercy, affection — 
every' in stin ct of the sou l, the scriptu re« 
themselves—all cry ou t again st su ch a horri­ 
ble teachin g. 
“Yet that is the teachin g again st which An ­ 
dover protests. 
When Christ said, ‘If I had 
n ot come an d spoken to them they had n ot had 
sin ,’ he. mean t that n o man can ever tome to 
the fu ll degree of respon sibility u n til he has 
had the fu lleet possible opportu n ity. When 
Pau l said, ‘How shall they believe in Him 
of whom they have n ot heart! F he was apolo­ 
gizin g for a state of ign oran ce, n ot con demn ­ 
in g men for it" 
The speaker said we had better believe in 
an n ihilation , u n iversalism, pu rgatory, or al­ 
most an y doctrin e which had some show of 
mercy in it He characterised the An dover 
prosecu tion as a persecu tion , an d said that 
from his years of experien ce in a foreign 
lan d an d acqu ain tan ce with man y mission ­ 
aries the very man to sen d ou t as a mission ary 
was the man who carried n o su ch awfu l mes­ 
sage as that there was 9 0 hope for those who 
had had the misfortu n e to depart this life in 
advan ce of the messen ger. He affirmed that 
there was n ot a verse of Scriptu re to bear ou t 
the tradition al teachin g, bu t that man y Scrip­ 
tu res con tain ed “the larger hope." 
• After a fu ll discu ssion of the qu estion from 
the stan dpoin t of reason an d scriptu re, Mr. 
Parson closed by sayin g, “My frien d who 
died ton years ago withou t kn owin g Christ is 
in the han ds of God, who can do n o in ju stice 
an ywhere. An d what is tru e of on e holds 
tru e of million s. The An dover qu estion is in 
the min ds of in telligen t Christian s of all 
chu rches, an d the mu ltitu de are an swerin g, 
this with a liberality that grows with the 
passin g years. I than k God that the chu rch 
to which I belon g has n o su ch awfu l dogma 
as to the fate of the heathen as wou ld su bject 
her min isters to a trial for heresy for holdin g 
that there might be some hope for those who

Standard Oil Men Fo und Guilty o f Co n­ 
spiracy to Do wn a Co mpeting Firm by

Mean» —One o f the Original 
Defendants Ex presses H im self with Vig­ 
o r and Bitterness. 


B u ffalo , N. Y.,May 16.-T he oil eom- 
fwin y case was given to the ju ry Satu rday at 
6 p. m. The ju tlge in his charge exclu « le« i all 
the referen ces to the Stan dard Oil compan y, 
an d said that the qu estion was whether Ever­ 
est an d Miller had en tered in to an u n lawfu l 
con spiracy to blow u p th«* works of the Bu f­ 
falo Lu bricatin g Oil comjwin y, an d whether 
an attempt to carry ou t the agreemen t had 
I wen made. 
The ju ry « lid n ot agree u pon a verdict u n til 
.Su n day morn in g, an d when they filed in to 
the cou rt-rooin a large n u mber of sjiectators 
w'ero presen t. 
The expectation of almost 
everybody in town had twen that the ju ry 
wou ld either acqu it or disagree, an d, con se­ 
qu en tly, when the for» » man an n ou n ced, after 
the u su al in terrogatories by the cou rt, that a 
verdict of gu ilty had been agreed u pon there 
was a mu rmu r of aston ishmen t in the room. 
A good deal of mon ey had been laid at odds 
that n o verdict of gu ilty wou ld be reached. 
Cou rt immediately adjou rn ed, the ju ry bein g 
discharged. 
The Everest« , defen dan t« , appeared to be 
very mu ch su rprised an d dismayed on hear­ 
in g the verdict, Charles B. Matthews, the 
complain an t, on the con trary, bein g u n able 
to restrain his delight He was su bsequ en tly 
in terviewed by The Chicago Herald corre­ 
spon den t regardin g the case, an d said: “I 
was n ot at all su rprised at the verdict; an y 
ju ry of hooest men wou ld have decided in the 
same way. 
This Stan dard Oil compan y, 
which has ju st received a staggerin g blow, is 
on e of the fin est organ isation s that ever ex­ 
isted. They may kill, bu t they can ’t scare 
me. Some of their witn esres committed the

Walker jras wo unded in three 
places but may liv a A co ro ner’s jury ren­ 
dered a v erdict that McGeehe came to his 
death at the hands o f perso ns unkno wn. 
Walker’s sto ry o f the dispute between Mc­ 
Geehe and Po well wo uld indicate that the 
latter carried a trifling matter to an unneces­ 
sary ex tent, and pro v o ked the sho o ting. 
When Po well had seated the ladies in the car, 
1m walked to where McGeehe was standing in 
the aisle and began stabbihg him with a knife. 
McGeehe ran to the platfo rms fo llo wed by 
and, turning o n the latter, sho t at him. Mo 
Geehee’s clo thing, Walker say s, sho ws the 
mark o f Po well’s knife. Po well is still aliv e, 
but it is believ ed he can no t reco v er.

The trend of the land In the Shenandoah 
valley is northeast and southwest The Blue 
Ridge mountains, you will see on the map, lie 
due northeast and southwest Almost in a 
line parallel with them, laving the very 
mountain foot with its blue and rushing 
waters, runs the romantic Shenandoah. It 
flow*» northeast and empties into the Potomac 
at Ha. per’s Ferry. To the westward and north 
ore other ranges of peaks. Between the lines 
of mountains are long narrow stretches of 
valley, down which the wind and files of cav­ 
alry soldiers might sweep without obstruc­ 
tion. Both wind and soldier swept down 
those valleys many and many a time during 
the civil war. The Shenandoah region is 
cris-crossed with the lines of advance and re­ 
treat; Its stony soil scantly covers the crum­ 
bling bones of many a brave horse and 
rider. 
In the spring of 1862 Gen. Thomas Jona­ 
than Jackson, C. 8.

Union. 
His force 
was both infantry 
and cavalry; but 
be c a use of the 
swiftness and bold­ 
ness of his move­ 
ments he came to 
be amodated in the 
popular mind with 
¿valor MDtdally.

>.:*t Jackson never would bave got 
out..: u a valley alive to join Lee and aid in 
clrivm , M. dellan from the CUickakominy to 
the Jam*-* 
His stivn^tii consisted in tbe swiftness of 
his movement* and in that flnnne» of both 
purpose and action which gave him the name 
of "Stonewall.” It waa a very unusual mixt­ 
ure of qualities. 
Jackson got the name of Stonewall ut the 
first battle of Bull Run, called by the 
Con­ 
federate* the (» attleof Manassas. Tbo general 
commanded a brigade there. The 
Confeder­ 
ate general Bee had just been repulsed with 
his men, and was falling back, fie met T. 
J. Jackson coming to his rescue with the first 
Confederate brigade. 
“General,” said Bee, “they are beating us 
back.” 
“Sir,” said Jackson, “we will give them the 
bayonet.” 
He had his “war look” on at that moment. 
This advance of Jackson and a limilar move­ 
ment on the part of Wade Hampton else­ 
where turflcd tbe Confederate defeat into vic­ 
tory at Bull Run. Bée galloped back to his 
men. 
He iK)inted with his sword to the gen­ 
eral standing in the midst of 2,600 fixed bay­ 
onet*, and said in a voice full of excitement: 
“liOok! there is Jackson standing like a 
stone wall. Let us determine to die here and 
we will conquer!”

Gen. Bee rallied his men, but the next mo ­ 
ment was sho t dead at their head. And fro m 
that day 011 Tho mas J o nathan J ackso n was 
called “ Hi tnewall.” But students at the Vir­ 
ginia Military Institute, where he was pro fes­ 
so r o f f&y sics, nicknamed him the "Blue 
Light Elder,” because he was so strict a Pres­ 
by terian. 
There was in him mo re resem­ 
blance to the o ld Sco tch co venanter than In 
any o ther so ldier o f this century . 
J ackso n waa bo rn at Clarksburg, Va., in 
1824. Slow, awkward, friendless and bash­ 
ful, be yet struggled up thro ugh a y o uth o f 
to il and po verty till be o btained tbe appo int­ 
ment a* a West Po int cadet In time be was 
graduated rhere. He served in the Mexican 
war as a* lieutenant, and wo n ho no rs fo r his 
bravery and co o lness. Falling health led him 
to accept the pro fesso rship In the Virginia 
military institute. At the o utbreak o f the 
civil war be marched to Richmo nd at the 
head o f a co rps o f cadets be had already been 
drilling in anticipatio n Of fighting. 
Sto newall J ackso n was mo rtally wo unded 
b y a terrible vo lley fired by his o wn men 
thro ugh mistake at Chaacello rsville, May 2 , 
1863. 
After Manaeeas, in the autumn o f 1861, tha 
co mmand o f the Co nfederate army o f the 
Shenando ah was given 60 Gen. J ackso n. 
Bo dies o f Federal so ldiers belo nging to Gen. 
Banks’ co rps Were in the Shenando ah and 
abo ut the head waters df the Po to mac, where, 
In the language o f a Co nfederate writer, they 
“ harassed the inhabitants, and treated as pub­ 
lic enemie» ail who reCtassd to subscribe to tbs 
Federal <>uth o f atiejgiano s.” 
J ackso n had 
been darting abo ut thro ugh the Shenando ah 
regio n here and that* danag the winter. His 
o wn superio r o fficers ssldda knew where tp 
find him, so rapid 
liii mo vements At 
the do se o f the campaign even, when he 
wro te asking to jo in the Richmo nd army , Lee 
wro te back wo rd fo r him to o o me in a co n­ 
fidential letter directed: “ Gen. T. J . J ack­ 
so n, So mewhere.” 
In No vember, 1861, Sto newall J ackso n had 
o ccupied Winchester, It was a po int danger­ 
o usly near the Po to mac, and J ackso n so ught 
to get y et nearer. He made an attack o n the 
little to wn o f Bath, vary near the Po fro mac. 
His intentio n wss to cro ss the river. But be 
wss prevented fro m do ing this by Gen. F. W. 
Lander, who co mmanded the Federal fo rces 
in no rthern Virginia. But he to o k po ssessio n 
o f Ro mney and divided the Federal fo rces in 
no rthern Virginia. Then he made Winches­ 
ter his headquarters during the winter, re­ 
cruiting large numbers o f men. In March, 
1862, Gen. J o seph E. J o hnsto n evacuated Cen- 
treville and went nearer Richmo nd. At the 
same time the Federal Gen. Banks advanced 
to ward Winchester. These two circumstances 
induced J ackso n to retreat to Wo o dsto ck, 
fo rty miles so uth o f Winchester.

ABOUT FALSE HAIR. 


W here It Co mes Fro m and Ho w It.’Is 
Obtained. 
"Nearly all the false hair that is sold 
in this country," said a hair dealer to a 
reporter recently, "is 
brought 
from 
France and Germany. 
It is obtained in 
those countries from the jieasant girls. 
The Berlin and Paris merchants send 
their agents out through the country dis­ 
tricts, and whenever one of these agents 
meets a lass with a fine crop of hair he 
immediately begins to bargain with her. 
As a rule the )>easants know so little of 
the world, and are so utterly ignorant of 
the value of tilings, that they generally 
sell their hair at the most ridiculously 
low prices. 
It is nothing uncommon to 
see a French peasant girl dispose of the 
mo6t magnificent suit of hair, a suit that 
we could sell for $75, for a wortlUess ear­ 
ring or a string of bright looking beads. 
If these merchants meet a girl on the 
road whose hair attracts them they never 
give the,poor girl time to think, or op­ 
portunity to go home and consult her 
parents, but tlie moment she says ‘yea,* 
out come their shears and off goes her 
magnificent hair, ahd ftie poor ehfld*a 
only return is a worthless trinket It 


seems sad. but such is 
life—at least, hair 
merchant life. 
After the hair has* been all collected 
and brought into Paris and Berlin it is 
then put through a cleaning process nr. I 
assorted and arranged. 
On all hair, ar* it 
comes from the head, there is, no matter 
how clean a person tries to keep her cr 
himself, more or less dandruff. 
Tlie hair 
is passed through a sort of wire net or 
chain, the wires of which nre 
po clow to­ 
gether that the hairs themselves can 
scarcely pass through. 
You would think 
this would cut the hair, but it does not. 
It only gets the dirt o ff, and it does so 
most effectually, 
After the hair is thus 
thoroughly cleaned it is assorted in proper 
colors, qualities and lengths. 
Then the 
black liair is again run ovejr, and three 
more piles or heaps are made of it—tlie 
long I Jack hairs, the medium end the 
short. 
The light liair is similarly* as­ 
sorted. 
Then the dealers mix the 1 lack 
and light hair together and make from 
them different shades. 
By mixing a jet 
black, for instance, with a color two 
shades lighter than jet black you get a 
color exactly one shade lighter, and this 
is the rule ail through the different com­ 
binations cf liair colors. 
A color mixed 
with another color that is two shades 
lighter than itself will produce a color 
one shade lighter, and a shade that ap- 
I>ears to be |>erfectly natural. 
If tlie 
liair is mixed with a color that is more 
than two shades it will produce a streaky 
combination, which is. of course, to be 
avoided; but wlien the mixing is prop­ 
erly done not even an expert can tell tlie 
difference between the real color and the 
color that is tlie result of this skillful 
manipulation. 
The French are the most expert hair 
mixers in the world, and many a blonde 
or brown suit of hair that looks so lie 
fectly natural is, in reality, the product 
of two different heads and is the result of 
the ingenious French hair mixers. 
What 
does a head of hair cost? Well, of course, 
there is in hair, as in everything else, r.n 
immense variety of kinds, and conse­ 
quently an immense variety of prices. 
Heads of hair can be bought as low as 
$ 15, and there are many that bring 
$75. 
For this latter price I should say that the 
very best suit of hair yiat con 1** found 
in Boston can be purchased. 
It does net 
Cost g woman, or. I should probab!> 
ftiy 
in order to keep in the fashion, a Mrs. 
Lady, as much to purchase her he if 
now* as it did three or four years ago. 
Tbe Mrs. Ladies do not wear near so 
much liair now as they did then, as any­ 
one, even a Ms. Gentleman, can* see by 
glancing at one of their heads. Conse- 
sequently, wliile it formerly cost a fash­ 
ionable female from $100 to $ 150 to per­ 
fectly adorn her head, supposing, of 
course, that she had no hair at all to 
start with, the same female can now buy 
the very best head gear in poston at from 
$$0 to $75. Is tw o much false hair 
worn in Boston? Oh, an immense deal 
of it. I indulge in no exaggeration when 
I say that there are not five women in 
100 who do not wear some false liair. ”—

measuring twelve inches in length. This 
crop, if strung upon a twine in the man­ 
ner that beads are strung upon 
a thread, 
would make a string of corn 2,272,727 
miles in length, and would encircle the 
earth ninety-one times. 
If laid side by 
side this string would make a solid floor 
two and one-half inches in thickness and 
225 feet wide, running entirely around 
the earth at the equator,—Exchange. 
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A New Apparatus. 
Tlie megaroscope is a new apparatus 
lately brought to the notice of the Acad­ 
emic des Sciences. 
It is armed with an 
incandescent light, and is used to explore 
the stomach, bladder antT~Dther cavities 
of the body. By its means an objective 
lens rqav be carried into the cavity and 
a magnified image of its interior be ob­ 
tained for the physician*« inspection.—
